However, it should be made clear here and now that this journal sincerely believes 
that innate racial differences make multi-racialism both unworkable and impossible, indeed 
we believe that enforced racial integration: inevitably leads to racial conflict and as a 
result only through a policy of repatriation are the interests of both the immigrant | and 
indigenous populations best served. 





CRIME RATE UP 


Figures recently released by Scotland Yard show that in 'P' District, 
(Bromley and Lewisham) the amount of violent crimes commited in the 
year 82-83,had risen by 2% over the amount recorded for the previous 
year. It has also been reported that acts of burglary and vandalism are 
on the increase in Bromley too.All the time muggers,thugs and criminals 
are given just a slap on the wrists, when caught, these crimes will con 
-tinue to increase in number.. What is needed to reverse the trend is 
a firm deterrent; stiffer sentences and harsher punishments are what is 
needed if we are to have law and order on the streets. 


BARC BUT NO BITE 


A group to fight racism was recently . formed in Bromley. The group 
calling itself the Bromley Against Racism Campaign (BARC), held its in- 
augural meeting at the H.G. Wells Centre (the local Labour HQ) in St. 
Marks Road, Bromley. Although representatives from all parties ( except 
the BNP! ) and 25 Church groups were informed, only 15 people felt the 
problem serious enough to attend. Hugh Atkinson and Mark Cole,members of 
the group's steering committee,were said to be disappointed by the turn- 
out. 

Disappointed they may have been but surely not surprised, for it is ob 
-vious that where there is no multi-racialism there are no racial prob 
-lems - evidently this is something which many local and national poli- 
ticians have yet to learn. 


TOWN PLANNING 


Town planning should reflect the needs of the local people, yet while 
over 5,000 people remain homeless in the district, Bromley Council seem 
intent to continue raking in money by building offices on every avail- 
able plot of land in the borough. Not only are new offices not needed 
-indeed many completed remain unlet - but very often they are hideously 
constructed and soon become eyesores.If Nationalist policy were implem- 
ented it would ensure that the disfigurement of our borough would 
cease and that British people were properly housed before any develop- 
ment was allowed to take place, which,in turn would be carried out in 
accordance with the wishes and needs of the local people. 











A LOCAL ISSUE? 


As we campaign throughout the Borough of Bromley, it is becoming clear 
that while the majority of people are opposed to multi-racialism and imm 
-igration,few are able to view race as an issue directly concerning them 
All the time Bromley remains relatively unaffected by the alien invasion 
they are content to sit back and do nothing. It was exactly this kind of 
attitude which led to the establishment of Coloured ghettos in many 
British cities and towns. While at present multi-racialism is a problem 
affecting only the inner London Boroughs,it is only a matter of time be- 
fore the suburbs have an immigrant problem too. The reason for this is 
very simple: 


While it is widely accepted that as blacks began to move into London 
so the whites began to move out to the suburbs, what many people over 
-look, is the fact that as the coloured population of the inner- London 
Boroughs increases,it becomes only a matter. of time before the overspill 
is forced into following the whites from the city into the suburbs, 
suburbs like Bromley. Given that blacks are increasing their population 
by 3% each year, whereas whites, in contrast, are increasing theirs by 
less than 1%, it does not take a genius to work out that even if immi- 
gration were stopped tomorrow it would not prevent this from happening 
merely prolong the length of time in which it took place, and while it 
is widely known that many whites now living in Bromley have moved here 
from immigrant infested inner London Boroughs, to escape the perils of 
multi-racialism, it is becoming increasingly obvious that it will not be 
long. before the blacks start to follow them as their poulation expands. 


Already, if we look around,we can see the changing face of our borough 
as this process begins: Pakistanis taking over the local Post Offices 
and grocers‘shops and black gangs roaming the High Streets. 

The people of Bromley have little time left to sit back, they must 
take action now - only total repatriation of the coloured population can 
prevent the situation worsening. It must be remembered that you can 
only lose your country once, and when it is lost IT IS LOST FOREVER‘

Adam Saunders was recently suspended from Malory School in Bromley. Not an outstanding event 
by any means, yet the reason for his suspension places this incident apart from any other for 
Adam’s suspensioniwas not due to poor attendance, mis-conduct, bad behaviour or even failure 
to complete set work. Adam was suspended simply for showing an interest in politics. 

We spoke to Adam about this incident and his experiences at Malory School:- 


Q: WHAT EXACTLY HAPPENED TO CAUSE YOUR HEADMISTRESS TO SUSPEND YOU? 


A: Iwas seen, slong with two friends, putting up a sticker by an immigrant teacher, After tell 
-ing me he didn't want any of this kind of filth at Malory he took all of us to see the head 
-mistress.She saw the other two first saying: ‘I'll deal with Adam later as he's a more ex- 
treme case. When I did finally see her she asked where I got the stickers from and informed 
me that under the ILEA anti racist code they were unacceptable at Malory School. The next 
day my Mother received a letter telling her I'd been suspended for distributing racist lit- 
erature; 


Q: WHAT DID THE STICKER SAY? 
A: It simply called for repatriation of immigrants 
Q: WERE YOU SUSPENDED BECAUSE OF WHAT THE STICKER SAID OR JUST FOR PUTTING IT UP? 


A: I was suspended because of the nature of the sticker,. my headmistress had never objected to 
any of the CND posters put up by teachers or any other posters for that matter. 


Q: WERE YOUR POLITICAL VIEWS KNOWN TO TEACHERS PRIOR TO THIS INCIDENT? IF SO, HAVE YOU EVER 
SUFFERED BECAUSE OF IT? : 


A: Most of my teachers knew what my political views were and I suppose I've suffered because of 
it, for instance, about six months ago I was told I was not allowed to wear a Nationalist 
badge yet no one has ever prevented the wearing of CND badges by teachers and pupils, before 
or since, incidentally it was rumoured that one kid was suspended just for wearing a Union 
Jack badge. In assembly I was once referred to as:'Some Wally in Merlin House who has been 
banding out racist literature’; and on another occasion 1 tried to get s position on 
the School Council, in order to try and improve conditions for those who wanted to 
learn ung study in lessons, an independant poll carried out at the time indicated I had 
a very good chance of being elected but because of a discrepancy in the counting of the vo- 
tes ~ I reckon they ‘lost’ some of mine ~ I failed to get elected. I did ask for a re~ count 
but it never took place; 


Q: WE HAVE SEEN THAT TEACHERS QUITE OPENLY PROMOTE CND, DO THEY EVER TRY AND PUT OVER ANY POLIT 
-ICAL POINTS IN LESSONS? 

A: We have a lesson called Social Studies where all kinds of political theories and social omes 
are portrayed as being factual, like we were once told that blacks ' rioted 
and commited mugaings because of unemployment and poor housing conditions. 


Q: FINALLY, WILL YOU BE GOING BACK TO. SCHOOL? 


A: I shouldn't thinks so because if I wanted to go back I would have to sign a contract agree~ 
ing not to indulge in any racist behaviour whereas I think it should be a contract against 
all political activity and signed by anyoné found promoting either political parties or pre 
~ssure groups otherwise its one law for them and another for me.

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SCHOOL REPORT ——— 


Adam Saunders: suspension was the climax of a lengthy campaign of harassment and victimisation 
intended, if not to change his views, at least to ensure he kept them to himself — something 
not even the staff at Malory did. The reason given for his suspension was that he was found 
passing out racist literature, what exactly is meant by ‘racist’ in this context,is ur-clear 
and no definition is offered by his headnistress, Mrs Parkinson, in her letter - all that is 
known is the stickers Adam was found with advocated the repatriation of coloured people. We 
would suggest that far from inciting racial hatred, these stickers illustrate the solution to 
many problems faced by both blacks and whites in Britain, and it fs therefore, in both pop 
eulations interest for repatriationkto be carried out: 


Many years ago schools were eager to turn out individuals with the ability to think and to 
make all manner of decisions, including political ones, for themselves, but not any more, now 
the intention is to brainwash and condition schoolchildren with unproven theories. 
Our interview shows how deep left wing infiltration of the teaching profession is and how 
far these teachers will go in their attempts to silence anyone with views unacceptable to 
their own narrow minded left wing outlook. While schools are supposed to be apolitical as far 
as possible, this is clearly not the case at Malory with staff supporting and promoting var 
sfous political groups yet apparently while opposition to nuclear weapons is quite acceptable. 
opposition. to multi-racialism is not,as far as ILEA are concerned anyway. Surely teachers, of 
al} peopte,should realise that there are two sides to every arguement - multi-racialism being 
no exception,or have the policy makers of ILEA found new conclusive proof that race mixing is 
of unbound benefit to Britain and the Brtish people - We doubt it. 


Before his suspension Adam was in his fifth year, for him a very important year as he was 
due to take exams this summer. The only way Adam can now return tc school and resume his stud 
vies is by signing @ contract agreeing not to indulge in any racist behaviour while a pupil 
at Malory - a contract no one else would have to sign and a contract in conflict with the pri 
-nciples of free speech. However Adam has indicated to us that he would be prepared to sign 
this contract on condition that anyone found promoting political groups or parties, or engag- 
ing in political activity would have to sign similar contracts preventing them from pranoting 
their respective causes. in the vicinity of Malory School, otherwise they would be Tiable to 
suspension , this seems only fair ’ 

Qut of all this Adam has emerged as @ young man of principles,courage, faith and determin- 
ation, characteristicshis teachers have a lot to learn about, in many respects they would do 
well to take lessons from him for he could teach them more than they have ever taught him.
